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Proceedings 


The Fifty-first Annual Session of the Trent River Oakey 
Grove Missionary Baptist Association assembled with the 
Corinth Missionary Baptist Church, Fort Barnwell, Craven 
County, North Carolina, October 18, 19, 20, 21, 1923. 

The Moderator, Rev. S. L. Stanford, asked Rev. S. Hill 
to conduct devotional exercises. He opened services by 
lining hymn No. 51, “Must Jesus bear the cross alone,” after 
which Rev. M. L. Howard read for Scripture lesson the 24th 
Psalm, and then followed in a fervent prayer. Second se- 
lection of hymn, ““Am I a soldier of the cross,” by Rev. S. 
Hill. The Moderator, in his usual happy manner, arose and 
delivered the welcome address. He said, “We have looked 
anxiously and waited for the arrival of this day, and the 
convening of this Association. 

The day has come and so have you. We have spared 
no pains and left nothing undone to prevent this from 
being the best Association during these 51 years. We wel- 
come you to our homes, our church and all of the rights 
that belong to Christians. We welcome you because we 
believe you are called of God to help organize the Christian 
forces, and take the world for Christ. Never before has 
our love for the Saviour Jesus Christ, been so highly exalted. 
Never before have we met so squarely at the altar of Chris- 
tian fellowship. May the hallowed fire that shall be kindled 
here continue to burn until every vestige of sin, ignorance 
and superstition shall have been entirely obliterated from 
this fair land of ours.’ 

“We welcome you, one and all, as children of the Heavenly 
King, assembled here to further the mighty plans of sal- 
vation, and to consider how we can best promote the great 
principles upon which rest the foundation for development 
of intellect and Christian welfare of the people of this 


country. By your assistance and cooperation we will be

able to carry out the motto of Christ in every home. We 
invite you to our homes, trusting that you may reap as 
much benefit for yourselves, as we anticipate by having 
you with us. We want you to stay with us, but if you 
have to leave, begin at once preparing to come again, where 
the latch string hangs on the outside, labeled, ‘(Come in.” 
In the name of Corinth Church and the entire community 
I bid you welcome once, twice, three times, where you are 
always welcome.” 

The address was be enoee to he Rev. J. D. White, in 
words of matchless oratory. 

The welcome address hone over, the Moderator arose, 
and after making some timely and helpful suggestions an- 
nounced the house ready for business. The house at once 
settled down to dispatch the first business of the session. 
The names of the delegates, ministers, licentiates, and dea- 
cons were enrolled. 

The Moderator explained to the delegates that accordine 
to-a resolution passed in the previous association, each 
delegate would be required to pay 25 cents as registration 
fee, which was cheerfully paid. Please govern yourselves 
accordingly in future associations. A collection of $74.75 
was realized from this source. 

At 11:30 all business was dispensed with for the purpose 
of hearing the Introductory Sermon. Rev. J. D. White 
lined hymn No. 310, “I am‘not ashamed to own my Lord,” 
and read for Scripture lesson, Malachi 4th chapter. Prayer 
by Rev. L. L. Eadens. Second hymn No. 218, “Come 
holy spirit, heavenly dove” was sung with singleness of 
heart. Bro. J. N. Kornegay had been selected to preach 
the Introductory Sermon, but being absent, the Moderator 
designated Rev. Freeman Roscoe for the occasion. The 
speaker selected for his text, 7th chapter of Genesis, “Come 
thou and thine house into the house.” Theme of the 
discourse, “‘Stay on the job.” The speaker seemed at his 
best, and the sermon was plain and practical, rich in thought, 
and contained many valuable thoughts for our considera- 
tion. Prayer was offered by Rev. M. D. Stanford. Rev. 
J.D. White led ‘““‘When my life’s work is ended” that seemed 
to lift us heavenward. 

The Moderator asked Rev. J. E. Kornegay to lift collec- 
tion. He responded in his usual happy mode, and a collec- 
tion of $15.00 was raised. Rev. King of the A. M. E. Z.

connection was presented to the Association and made a 
very interesting talk to the brotherhood. 

The hour having arrived for dinner the Association ad- 
journed until the afternoon session. 

Benediction by Rev. J. E. Kornegay. 


Afternoon Session. 


The Association met pursuant to adjournment. Praise 
services were conducted by Rev. M. D. Stanford and Bro. 
C. Mills. Rev. Stanford proceeded to line hymn No. 218, 
“Come holy spirit, heavenly dove” and then Bro. C. Mills 
read for Scripture lesson the 14th chapter of St. Matthew. 
Prayer by Rev. M. H. Mitchell. “At the cross” was sung 
by Rev. Stanford while the congregation joined in with 
him. The Moderator made some very timely remarks, 
and then introduced Deacon Wooten of the (White) Mis- 
sionary Baptist church of the town. Deacon Wooten arose 
amid much applause and for 30 minutes held the congrega- 
tion spellbound. The talk was really a gem and very 
much enjoyed by all. The Moderator announced the house 
ready for business. Rev. A. J. Jones sang “Jesus is all the 
world to me.”  #On motion of Rev. J. D. White, the roll 
was called and the minutes of the forenoon session were 
read and approved. On motion that Rev. M. Dillahunt be 
exempt from paying any dues,-he having suffered with a 
paralytic stroke. On motion that a collection be taken 
for him during the session of the Association. 

A committee of seven was selected to name officers for 
the ensuing year. On motion a committee of 3 be appointed 
on hours of meeting. On motion that 2 committee of 5 
be appointed on finance. On motion a committee of 3 be 
appointed on temperance. On motion a committee of 3 
be appointed on clerk’s compensation for compiling the 
minutes. The right of visitors to sit with us and enjoy 
all the usual privileges except voting was granted by the 
Association. On motion that a committee of 5 be appointed 
on printing minutes. On motion that a committee of 3 
be appointed on special sermons. On motion that a com- 
mittee of 3 be appointed on petitionary letters. On motion 
that a committee of 5 be appointed on resolutions. The 
committee on hours reported. (See report elsewhere.) The 
committee on special sermons reported. (See report.) Com-

mittee on naming officers reported. (See report.) Bro. 
Wm. Anderson and Rev. Freeman Roscoe were excused 
to go home. 

The Moderator appointed Revs. A. J. Jones and M. D. 
Stanford to escort the newly elected officers to their seats. 
Each of the officers made short talks of acceptance to the 
different positions, promising to discharge faithfully all the 
duties of their offices. 

Doxology. Benediction. 


Night Session. 


The congregation reassembled according to adjournment. 
Rev. J. D. White lined hymn No. 303, and read for Scrip- 
ture lesson the 8th chapter of Paul’s letter to the Romans. 
Prayer by L. M. Williams. Second hymn No. 396, “Jesus 
who knows full well” was sung with much spiritual earnest- 
ness. Rev. J. D. White introduced the speaker of the 
hour, Rev. N. A. Sandlin, who was billed to preach the Tem- 
perance Sermon. Rev. L. M. Williams preceded’ Rev. 
Sandlin with a few verses of “Nothing but happiness in that 
land.” Rev. Sandlin arose and after making some prelimi- 
nary remarks selected his text from the 8th chapter of 
Paul’s letter to the Romans, 6th verse. “To be carnal 
minded is death, but to be spiritual minded is life and peace. 

Rev. Sandlin seemed at his best. He delivered some 
telling blows for the cause of temperance. The sermon 
was greatly enjoyed by all who were present. ‘Nearer 
my God to thee’ was sung by Rev. Jones. Rev. J. D. 
White followed with a few spicy remarks upon the subject 
of temperance. The Moderator called Rev. J. E. Kornegay 
and Deacon Oscar Robinson to take the collection which 
amounted to $15.00.

FRIDA Y—Morning Session. 


The Association met according to adjournment. Mod- 
erator in the chair, called Rev. W. H. Brinkley to the ros- 
trum, who lined hymn No. 622, and Rev. L. R. Reese read 
107 Psalms for Scripture lesson. Prayer by the same. Sec- 
ond hymn No. 248, “Amazing grace” was sung. The Mod- 
erator made some remarks and then announced the house

ready for business. Just before going into the regular 
order of business, Revs. J. T. Kerr and I. N- Elliott arrived 
and the Moderator asked them to come forward and give 
us a few words of greeting. They came forward, and 
among the many things, said they were glad to meet this 
splendid body of men and to find peace and harmony pre- 
vailing in the ranks. 

Rev. A. J. Jones sang one verse of ‘‘Halleujah thine 
the glory.” The roll was called and the minutes of the 
previous session read and approved. On motion of Bro. 
Jeffries that a committee of 3 be appointed on selection of 
Board of Directors of the Trent River Collegiate Industrial 
Training School, Jacksonville, N. C., as follows: Rev. J. T. 
Kerr, W. H. Humphrey, Rev. I. N. Elliott. 

On motion a committee of 3 be appointed on  con- 
dolence as follows: Rev. A. J. Jones, Rev. M. H. Mitchell, 
G. C. Brown. On motion that the corresponding messen- 
gers make their report. Rev. S. L. Stanford, correspond- 
ing messenger to the Baptist State Convention, made a fine 
report. Rev. J. D. White, our field missionary, made his 
report. (See report) Rev. L. M. Williams, assistant field 
missionary, made his report. (See report elsewhere.) Rev. 
J. T. Kerr, one of the delegates to the State Convention 
made a very satisfactory report. On motion the reports of 
the missionaries were received and adopted. The committee 
selected to name Board of Directors for the Trent River Col- 
legiate Industrial Training School reported. (See report.) 
On motion the Temperance Committee reported. (See re- 
port.) Bro. P. H. Slade, froma Davids Chapel, and Bro. Shade 
Phillips, from Oaks Chapel. asked for some financial help 
to aid them in erecting a church house. On-motion that 
the matter be given the proper consideration before the 
closing of the Association. 

On motion that we adjourn until 2 o’clock. 

Doxology. Benediction. 


Afternoon Session. 


The Association reconvened according to adjournment. 
The Moderator called to the stand Rev. M. H. Mitchell to 
conduct the devotional exercises. He lined hymn No. 148, 
“Come, Holy Spirit.” Bro. C. Mills read for Scripture lesson 
Rom. 7th chapter. Prayer by the same. The congregation 
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softly chanted “Where He leads me” led by Rev. LN. 
Elliott. The Vice Moderator announced that at this hour 
the following topic would be discussed: ‘“‘What is the re- 
lationship of ministers and churches?” Each of them came 
forward and discussed the topic in their own way as they 
saw it. The discussion was timely and to the point, and 
was very much enjoyed. 

Rev. J. E. Kornegay lined “I love thy kingdom, Lord”’ 
while the congregation sang it in a heart touching manner. 

The next topic of ““How should a minister be elected to 
a church” was led by Deacon Geo. White, of Sandy Run Bap- 
tist Church. The speaker said that fitness of character 
and consecration of heart should be the dominant features 
in the selection of a pastor. 

Mrs. E. V. Stanford, of the First Baptist Church, Jack- 
sonville, N. C., closed the discussion. She said two impor- 
tant things in selecting a pastor were love and prayer, and 
that the minister should live so close to God that the Holy 
Spirit would guide him to the place where he could accom- 
plish the most good. Rev. I. N. Elliott sang “Is thy heart 
right with God?” Bro. P. H. Slade offered prayer. Sister 
Lettice McGirt sang one of the beautiful anthems that 
seemed to lift us heavenward. Rev. M. Dillahunt, Treasurer 
of the Association, was present and came forward and made 
his report. He reported that he had received $97.50 and 
had spent $96.50 leaving a balance of $1.00 in the treasury. 
On motion that the report of the Treasurer be received. 
A collection of $10.25 was raised and donated to Rev. Dilla- 
hunt. The Moderator announced the house ready for 
business. On motion of P. H. Slade that two field mission- 
aries be appointed. The Committee on Condolence re- 
ported. (See report.) 

On motion that Rev. J. E. Kornegay be delegate to the 
Baptist State Convention. Brother J. H. Henderson was 
excused to go home. Rev. Mitchell was excused for home. 
Rev. L. L. Eadens who has been away from us for several 
years in the State of Virginia, was with us, greeting old 
friends. The Moderator asked him to come forward and 
give a few remarks to the brotherhood. He _ said the 
Lord be praised for having kept him through many trials 
and conflicts and enabled him to shake glad hands with the 
brethren once more. On motion that we adjourn.  Dox- 
ology. Benediction by Rev. C. Hill. 


12 MINUTES 
Evening Session. 


The Association met promptly according to adjournment. 
The Moderator called Rev. I. N. Elliott to the rostrum to con. 
duct devotional exercises. He led in singing, “Brighten the 
corner where you are.” Rev. B. E. Davis read for Scripture 
lesson John the 17th chapter. Prayer by Rev. I. N. El- 
hott. Rev. A. J. Jones lead in singing “If you love your 
mother.’ The Moderator made some timely remarks, and 
introduced Rev. M. D. Stanford to preach the Missionary 
Sermon. He selected for his subject, ‘‘Who hath believed 
our report.” The speaker seemed to be at his best, and 
proved to be a true exponent of the gospel. Our souls were 
made to feel happy while the speaker broke the bread of 
life to his hearers. He showed that the sermon had been 
carefully prepared. Rev. Elliott concluded by singing 
‘““Give me that old time religion.” Prayer by Rev. A. J. J. 
Jones. Rev. Elliott and the congregation beautifully 
chanted “Go preach the word.” Rev. J. E. Kornegay and 
Rev. King of the A. M. E. Z. church were asked by the Mod- 
erator to lift the collection. $33.01 was raised. The Vice- 
Moderator called Rev. C. Hill, one of the old veterans of 
the gospel, to come forward and give us some advice. His 
talk was full of inspiration, and contained many timely and 
helpful suggestions especially to our young men and women, 

The Moderator commented briefly upon the subject so 
masterfully handled by Rev. M. D. Stanford, and after mak- 
ing suitable provisions for the reception of visitors, the 
body adjourned.

SATURDA Y—Morning Session. 


The Association met promptly at 9:30 a. m. according 
to previous announcements to finish up all business of the 
Association by 4 o’clock p.m. Rev. P. F. Murrell opened 
devotional services by lining hymn No. 239, “Blest be the 
tie that binds.” Bro. E. T. Duncan read for Scripture 
lesson the 6th chapter of Paul’s letter to Romans. Prayer 
by the same. Hymn No. 62 was lined by the Moderator. 
and the house was declared ready for the dispatch of busi- 
ness. The minutes of previous session were read and ap- 
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proved. The Committee on Resolutions reported. (See 
report.) On motion that Mrs. E. V. Stanford and Rev. 
J. D. White be field missionaries for 1924, to travel the 
field, or wherever Providence may direct them. The Com- 
mittee on Place of Meeting of the next Association recom- 
mended that the next session of the Trent River, Oakey 
Grove Missionary Baptist Ass’n convene with First Bap- 
tist Church, Jacksonville, N. C., commencing Thursday a. m., 
before the third Sunday in October, 1924, at 11 a. m., or 
soon after the arrival of the train from Newbern, N. C. 
Rev. J. T. Kerr, Principal of Trent River Collegiate Train- 
ing School, was asked to come forward and submit his 
annual report; he made some splendid recommendations, 
which if carried out, will mean much for the future de- 
velopment of the school. One of the recommendations 
was the employing of a matron at once for the school. 
Rev. Elliott recommended Mrs. Mary E. Jones, who in his 
opinion would be suitable for the place. On motion that 
the recommendation of Rev. Elliott be given proper con- 
sideration. On motion of Rev. J. E. Kornegay, that Rev. 
J. D. White be given $10.00 out of the money collected upon 
the field for services rendered as a missionary. Rev. 
L. M. Williams was allowed $2.00 of what he raised for 
like service. On motion of Rev. L. L. Eadens that the mis- 
sionaries be given one-half of the money raised upon the 
field after all expenses shall have been deducted. On 
motion that a committee of seven be appointed as the Ex- 
ecutive Committee for the year of 1924. 

Rev. J. E. Kornegay, President of the Trent River Col- 
legiate Industrial Training School, made a touching appeal 
for moral and financial support for the school, and by so 
doing we could make it what we wanted it to be. At the 
conclusion of his remarks the sum of $45.00 was raised 
for the institution. On motion we adjourn.  Doxology. 
Benediction by Rev. A. J. Jones. 


Afternoon Session. 


The Association met according to adjournment. The 
Moderator in the chair designated Rev. W. H. Brinkley to 
conduct the devotional exercise. He lined hymn No. 462. “‘A- 
mazing grace.” Rev. R. D. Toone invoked divine blessings 
upon the assembly. Second hymn, No. 179, ‘40 for a closer 
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walk with God.” The Moderator announced the house ready 
for business. The following topic of relationship of the 
deacon to pastor and church was ably discussed by Revs. 
J. T. Kerr, and J. EK. Kornegay. They discussed the topic 
intelligently and much inspiration was gained therefrom.

L. L. Eadens lined hymn No. 375. Rev. J. D. White read 
the eleventh chapter of Deuteronomy. Prayer by Rev. B. 
i. Davis. Rev. White and congregation chanted ‘Far 
as the name is known.” The Moderator introduced Rev. 
A. J. Jones to preach the Introductory Sermon. Text from 
eleventh chapter of Deuteronomy, sixteenth verse: “Take 
heed to yourselves.” |The sermon was rich and_ sweet; 
contained many gospel truths, and much inspiration was 
gained therefrom. Rev. Brinkley sang “Where are you build- 
ing” in a heart searching manner. Rev. King and Rev. Reese 
raised a collection of $26.41. On motion that a vote of 
thanks be tendered to the people of Ft. Barnwell, and 
community for so ably caring for the Association.

He came forward and 
in his usual manner spoke many encouraging words to the 
Association, also asking aid for his school.

Subject: “Isaiah in the midst of 
the nations.” Rev. Mitchell taught the lesson. Mrs. 
Kk. L. Wright lifted Sunday school collection of $3.10. 
“Nearer my God to thee” was led by Rev. Jones. _ Dis- 
mission by the same. 

The hour having arrived for preaching, the congregation 
began to assemble. The house was taxed to its full seating 
capacity, and there were many anxious hearers. on 
the outside seeking admittance.

We further recommend that we use sound literature in our churech- - 
es and Sunday schools, which may be secured from the following 
places: Sunday School Publishing Board, National Baptist Convention, 
U. S. A., Rev. A. M. Townsend, D. D., Corresponding Secretary, 
Nashville,-Tenn., and American Baptist Publication Society, Phila- 
delphia, Penn. Literature purchased from either of these houses is 
safe and sound literature, but we recommend that all schools use the 
same series of books. The first house is our own publishing house. 

We recommend that all young men aspiring for the ministry must 
have some training’ in schools like ours at Jacksonville, N. C., or 
Shaw University before being ordained. We recommend that su- 
perannuated ministers of this association be given $5.00 annually as a 
relief fund. We recommend that all delegates pay a fee of 25¢ to 
be known as registration before registering their names, same to be 
devoted to education.

RULES OF DECORUM FOR THE CHURCHES. 


1. We will hold four council meetings in the year for the trans- 
acting of business. Also special meetings whenever requisite. 

2. The names of members shall be called at every regular meet- 
ing and there shall be due notice taken of the absence of those who 
evince a disposition to absent themselves. 

3. At every council, the pastor in his right office, shall preside as 
Moderator and in case of his absence the council shall appoint a 
Moderator pro tem., who shall open the council with devotional exer- 
cises. 

4. The Clerk shall keep a church book in which all the proceed- 
ings of the council shall be faithfully transcribed and at every regu- 
lar meeting the minutes of the preceding meeting shall be read im- 
mediately after the names are called. 

5. An invitation shall be given to the brethren of our faith and 
order to sit with us in council, who shall enjoy all the privileges of 
the meeting except voting. 

6. Every subject for the consideration of the council shall be in- 
troduced by a motion, which when seconded, shall be debated and 
acted upon, unless withdrawn by the mover. 

7. Every speaker shall rise and address the Moderator by the ap- 
pellation of brother and continue his remarks to the subject under 
debate, and shall not be allowed to speak more than twice on one sub- 
ject except by permission of the church. 

8. No member shall withdraw from the council without permis- 
sion from the Moderator. 

9. It shall be required that in all matters of difference between 
members, before complaint is made to the church, the aggrieved 
party shall have duly attended to the instructions of our Lord’s Gos- 
pel recorded by St. Matthew 11:16-18, and public offences, or such 
as operate against the peace of the church shall be the subject of dis- 
cipline. 

10. All questions submitted to the council shall be decided by ma- 
jority votes, except receiving members to fellowship, and any ques- 
tion may be reconsidered upon the motion of anyone who voted in 
the affirmative. 

11. The Moderator shall propound all questions for vote, shall 
keep the speaker to the subject under debate, may express his own 
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views after others are done speaking, and see thav these rules are 
faithfully observed. 

12. These Rules of Decorum may be altered or amended by a vote 
of two-thirds of the whole church. 

Resolved, That this council recommend the adoption of the fore- 
going rules to all the churches that comprise this body. 


RULES OF ORDER. 


1. On the meeting of the Association the Moderator of the pre- 
ceding session shall preside until his successor is made known. In 
case of his absence, the Vice Moderator fills the chair. 

2. Each session of the Association shall be opened and closed with 
prayer. 

3. At each daily session the proceedings of the business session 
shall be read and the names of the delegates shall be called, and no 
person speaking shall be interrupted until he is done speaking unless 
he is out of order. 

4. The members shall observe towards the officers and each other 
that courtesy that becomes Christians, and the person shall in no 
wise reflect on the person who spoke before him, but shall express 
his idea. 

5. Any member wishing to speak shall rise and address the Mod- 
erator, and confine himself strictly to the subject under debate, and 
avoid all personalities. 

6. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question 
without permission from the Moderator. 

7. All motions seconded shall be definitely stated by the Modera- 
tor pefure discussion, and no brother shall be at liberty to whisper 
during the time another brother is speaking. 

£. No motion shall be withdrawn after its discussion. The Mod- 
erator shall not interrupt any member or prohibit his speaking, un- 
til he gives his idea on the subject, unless he violates the rules of the 
Association. 

9. When a motion is under discussion no motion or proposition 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay on the table, to amend or 
postpone indefinitely, which several motions shall have preference in 
the order in which they are stated. 

10. After a motion is decided, any member having voted in the 
majority may move for a reconsideration. 

11. No member shall absent himself during the session of the As- 
sociation without permission of the Moderator and no one shall take 
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final leave of absence without permission from the Association. — If 
any one shall do so, their absence will be noted in the minutes. 

12. All questions except such as relate to the constitution shall be 
decided by majority vote. 

13. The Association shall have the right to decide what subject 
shall be admitted to its consideration. 

14. These rules of order may be altered or amended at any ses: 
sion of the Association by a majority of votes. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Section 1. This Association shall be denominated and known as the 
Trent River Oakey Grove Missionary Baptist Association. 

See. 2. The object of this Association shall be the promotion of 
Christ’s kingdom among’ men and the means of accomplishing this 
shall be in strict conformity to the New Testament. 

See. 3. This Association shall be composed of pastors, ministers 
and delegates chosen by the churches connected with it—each church 
being entitled to three delegates. 

Sec. 4. The delegates from each church shall bear a letter certi- 
fying their appointment and communicating information regulating 
the state of the church. 

See. 5. The officers of this Association shall be a moderator and 
assistant moderator, clerk and assistant clerk, treasurer and usher, 
who shall be annually chosen from among its members by ballot, a 
majority of its members voting, and continue in office until their suc- 
cessors are elected, ete. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to enforce an ob- 
servance of the constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, de- 
cide all questions, give his opinion on any question under discussion 
after others have spoken, and give the casting vote in case of a tie. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to record the proceedings 
of each annual session, and to superintend the printing of the minutes 
and distribution of the same among the churches. 

See. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds 
sent up by the churches, or collected during the session of this body, 
and disburse the same as ordered by the Association. He shall make 
to the Association an annual report of the condition of the treasury, 
ete. 

Sec. 9. The Association shall appoint an Executive Committee 
consisting of not less than five nor more than seven members, which 
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committee shall have the superintendence of the Association missions 
and colportage. They shall have power to disburse all sums paid to 
the Treasurer of the Association for the objects under their charge, 
and during intervals between the meetings of this body to receive and 
disburse funds for those objects, and to take such steps for their ad- 
vancement as they shall deem advisable and shall make an annual 
report to the Association of their doings. 

Sec. 10. This Association shall not maintain fellowship with any 
of her churches that neglect te preserve Gospel order. 

Sec. 11. This Association may invite visiting and corresponding 
brethren to seats, and extend to them all the privileges of the Associ- 
ation, except voting. : 

Sec. 12. The annual session of this Association shall commence on 
Thursday before the third Lord’s day in October of each year at such 
place as may be chosen. ' 

See. 138. By appointment of this Association there shall be an 
Introductory Sermon of a denominational character, and an Educa- 
tional Sermon, a Temperance Sermon, a Missionary Sermon and a 
Doctrinal Sermon. 

See. 14. That we shall not receive any minister in our Associa- 
tion or pulpits until he has presented his credentials, and recommen- 
dations from said church and association from which he is a member 
and upon payment of $1.00, he may become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. We will not fellowship any of our churches who receive any 
disorderly member from any of our churches within the bounds of this 
Association. 

See. 15. We recommend that none of our churches in this Associa- 
tion shall elect any minister as their pastor until he has presented 
his credentials and recommendations from his church and the Associa- 
tion of which he is a member, etc. 

Sec. 16. Each church shall be represented into this Association with 
35 cents per member; 20 cents for the Association and 15 cents for 
the Educational School Fund. This is to be paid by each member 
yearly. 

See. 17. This constitution may be amended at any annual session 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present, etc.

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Section 7. The order of proceeding at all membership meetings 
in the Association for the purpose of this cooperation shall be as 
follows: 

1st—Reading and approving minutes of former meeting. 

2nd—Report of officers. 

3rd—Reports of committees. 

4th—Reports of Board of Directors. 

5th—Report of Nominating Committee. 

6th—Election of Board of Directors. 

7th—Miscellaneous business. 

Section 8. The Association shall provide a committee of three mem- 
bers known as the Nomination Committee for the purpose of present- 
ing names for election on the Board of Directors. Said committee 
to be appointed on motion carried, by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE II. 
Board of Directors. 


Section 1. The Board shall consist of fifteen members and be 
divided into five classes, three members in each class, to serve 1, 2, 
8, 4 and 5 years’ term until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 2. The Board of Directors shall have the power to fill 
all vacancies in their body, from the representatives of the Associa- 
tion, until the néxt annual meeting of said representatives. 

Section 8. The Directors shall have the power to elect or appoint 
all necessary officers and committees; to employ principals, profes- 
sors, assistants and help of any and every class necessary for carry- 
ing out the purposes of the corporation; to fix the amount of their 
compensation, to prescribe their duties, to dismiss any appointed of- 
ficer, agent or employee without previous notice, and generally to con- 
trol and manage the affairs of the corporation. 

Section 4. The Board of Directors shall meet at the same time and 
in the same place as the Association on Friday before the 3rd Sunday 
in October of each year, and at the union meetings held in the inter- 
val between the annual meetings at any time on the call of the Presi- 
dent, and it shall be the duty of the President to call a special meet- 
ing, within ten days, upon the written request of one-third of the 
Board of Directors, which request shall state the purpose of the call. 

Section 5. One week’s notice of special meeting of the Board of 
Directors shall be given by the Secretary to each Director personally, 
by mail to his last known address; and the purpose of the meeting 
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must be stated in the notice of every special meeting; also the time 
and place of said special meeting. 

Section 6. All special meetings of the Directors shall be held at 
the offices of the corporation in Jacksonville, N. C., unless more con- 
venient to meet elsewhere when the President shall designate the 
place of the meeting in his eail. 

Section 7. A quorum shall consist of a majority of the Directors 
of the corporation in all business meetings. If no quorum is present 

at any meeting it may be adjourned from time to time until a quorum 
shall be present. 

Section 8. The order of proceeding at a regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors shall be as follows: 

ist.—Roll eall. 

2nd.—Reading and approval of minutes of last meeting. 

3rd.—Reports from the officers. 

4th.—Reports from the committees. 

5th.—Filline vacancies in Board of Directors. 

6th.—Filling vacancies of officers. 

7th.—Miscellaneous business. 


ARTICLE IIE. 
Officers. 


Section 1. The Board of Directors shall annually elect, at their 
regular meeting in October, the following officers, who shall hold their 
respective offices for one year, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified: a president, two vice presidents, a secretary and treas- 
urer, 

Section 2. The Board of Directors shall fill all vacancies occur- 
ring among the officers. 

Section 3. he Board of Directors shall confer on standing com- 
mittees hereinafter provided for and any special committees - they 
shall appoint, power to carry out the objects for which they are ap- 
pointed. 

Section 4. The Directors may, in the absence of any officer, dele- 
gate his power and duties to any other officer or to a director, for 
the time being. 

ARTICLE IV. 


Duties of Officers. 


Section 1. The President shali preside at all meeting's of the Board 
of Directors; shall see that orders and resolutions of the Board of 
Directors are carried out; appoint all members of committees not 
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otherwise provided for; execute all conveyances, contracts and agree- 
ments authorized by the Directors, either directly or upon the recom- 
mendation of committees, delegated with power to contract by the 
Board of Directors, and generally see that all the officers and agents 
of the corporation perform their duties. 

Section 2. The Vice Presidents shall be the chairmen and preside 
over their respective committees, as hereinafter described; and in the 
absence of the President they shall preside in their order at the busi- 
ness meeting of the Board of Directors, or attend to any of the duties 
as President they have the power to perform. 

Section 3. The Secretary shall be the ex-officio Secretary of the 
Board of Directors, and keep the minutes of all proceedings in a book 
tc be kept for that purpose. He shall be the Custodian of the Com- 
mon Seal, and shall attest the same when- affixed by order of the 
Board of Directors. He shall draw all orders on the Treasurer and 
attest the same after being signed by the President and affix the 
Common Seal. He shall perform such other duties as the by-laws 
enjoin, or are incident to his office. 

Section 4. The Treasurer shall perform all the duties incident to 
his office, and usually performed by a treasurer, and as such, he shall 
collect, receive and keep in safe deposit all the funds coming into his 
hands; endorse and collect checks and negotiable instruments, and 
keep full and accurate account of all receipts and disbursements and 
pay all orders signed by the President by authority of the Directors, 
and attested by the Secretary with the Common Seal affixed render- 
ing a full account of each regular Director’s meeting. At the ex- 
piration of his term of office, he shall deliver to his successor all 
monies, books, papers and other property in his possession. The 
Treasurer shall enter into a good and sufficient bond in, a sum in the 
discretion of the Directors conditioned on the faithful performance of 
his duties, and as_ security for all receipts coming into his hands. 
His books, records and accounts shall be open for inspection at all 
times to a committee hereinafter described, known as_ the Auditing 
Committee. 


ARTICLE VY. 
Committees. 


Section 1. The President shall appoint all members of committees, 
both standing and special, except as hereinafter provided, or unless 


otherwise ordered by the Board of Directors. 
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Section 2. There shall be a regular standing committee known as 
the Executive Committee, composed of five members, of which the 
First Vice President shall be the chairman. The duties of this com- 
mittee shall be to promote the objects of this corporation by securing 
professors, teachers of ability, and seeing that every teacher, officer 
and employee does his full duty; to solicit aid for the corporation 
from the various sources, keeping accurate accounts of all funds com- 
ing into their hands, which they shall turn over to the Treasurer, 
taking his receipt for same, and to have general supervision of all 
things necessary for carrying out the objects and purposes of this 
corporation, and to report all proceedings to the Board of Directors, 
and the annual meeting of the Association. 

Section 3. There shall be an Auditing Committee composed of 
three members, of which the Second Vice President shall. be chair- 
man, the duty of which shall be to audit all accounts of the Treasurer, 
members of the Executive Committee, and all other officers and 
agents of the corporation of every kind who have any of the funds 
coming into their hands, and make their reports to the Board of Di- 
rectors and to the annual meeting of the Association. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Amendment of By-laws. 


Section 1. The Board of Directors of this corporation shall have 
power, by vote of a majority of all the Directors, and without the as- 
sent or vote of the membership through its representatives, to make 
alter and amend the by-laws of this corporation in meeting assembled, 
either regular or special, and if special, then the purpose of the 
meeting with the proposed amendments or alterations must be stated 
in the call; but the by-laws made by the Directors, under power, may 
be altered or repealed by the membership in regular meeting as- 
sembled. 
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
